The Census Office is preparing to 
make an exhaustive census of the 
manufactories of Kentucky and 
other states, and a large force of in- 
vestigators will soon be put in the 
field to gather statistics. The cen- 
sus will embrace all establishments 
th>t are operated on the factory sys- 
tem, and will exempt only the small 
neighborhood shops. However, 95 
per cent of the productive capacity 
of the state will be included. 
Eighty-four statisticians wifibe em- 
ployed in taking the census.of whom 
66 will be appointed from the state 
upon the recommendation of mem- 
bers of Congress and 19 be detailed 
from the Census Office in Washing- 
ton. For the most part the Senators 
and Representatives have already 
appointed their men. 

The cost of the census for the en- 
tire country is estimated at $600,000, 

against $1,200,000 expended for 
the same purpose in 1900. The 
enumerators will be paid $3 aday for 
their work and it is calculated that 
it will take about four months to do 
the work. In Kentucky 18 
ators will be employed.

Off— Body Entirely Covered with 
Humor— Three Doctors Could 
Not Cure— Child Grew Worse. 



Hawesville, Ky., Jan. 16. -That 
more rabbits are raised in Hancock 
county than any other county in the 
state is evident by the great num- 
bers that arc annually shipped from 
here. 

Although this is one of the small- 
est counties in the state in area it is 
no doubt the largest rabbit market 
of them all. There was in the neigh- 
borhood of thirty thousand rabbits 
shipped from Hancock county last 
winter to the big cities, to say noth- 
ing of the numbers consumed at 
home. Indications are that even a 
larger number than this will be ship- 
ped this winter. 

One merchant alone here shipped 
nearly ten thousand, and he says he 
i use twice as many this winter 
if he could get them. 

Most of the rabbits that are ship- 
ped are caught on snares by boys 
who make it a business of snaring 
every winter, and few are the boys 
nowadays on a farm who do not have 
faom ten to twenty or even fifty 
snares set for "bunny" by the first 
frost fall. 
The snares are made by bending a 
nail bush over and fastening it to a 
prong, which is driven into the 
ground, by means of a trigger and 
button- the button being fastened 
to the string. A hangman's loop is 
then made and placed around little 
pegs driven into the ground. On 
the trigger is placed a piece of 
apple just inside the loop so when 

brer rabbit" sticks his head in 
steal the forbidden fruit it trips the 
trigger, the string is released , the 
bush flies back to its original posi- 
tion and jerks the loop tight and the 
rabbit is killed by a broken neck or 
by strangulation. 
The snares are baited and set every 
'ening, and the owner goes every 
morning early to see what luck he 
has had during the night. The 
catch usually was about one rabbit 
to every four snares set. The rab- 
bits are brought into market every 
few days and sold to the merchants 
at 5 cents each. A rabbit is only 
worth 5 cents here, it doesn't matter 
if it is the first catch of the season, 
the market price being the same 
all winter. Rabbits snared are much 
better than those that are shot, be- 
cause they are not mutilated in any 
way. Although the snaring process 
has been going on for severnl sea- 
sons, there seems to be an abundant 
supply of rabbits, and one does not 
have to go out of the city limits to 
jump one up. In a number of in- 
stances darkies have been known to 
pay as high as 25 to 50 cents for a 
rabbit that was caught in a grave- 
yard, so that they might get the left 
hind foot to carry in their pocket to 
keep away hoodoos, but never could 
one be induced to eat a rabbit of 
this kind. .

INDIANS VOTE IN OKLAHOMA 

Bedskins Attach Great Interest to 
Election— Cast Ballots for 
Friends. 

At the last election in Oklaho- 
ma three tribes of Indians voted, 
says the Kansas City .Journal. 
These tribes are I ho Poncas, Kaws 

and Otoes. Since the election four 
years ago tbeae tribe* have treated 
with the government and have al 
lowed their lands to Ik- allotted. 
With this the members of the 
tribes became citizens, with the 
full power to vote. 

The Kaws took the liveliest in 
terest in the election. There are 
45 members of the tribe who are 
entitled to vote, and 23 of this 
number are full bloods. Every one 
of the 45. without exception, 
voted. The Kaws are nearly all 
republican. Each Indian who 
conld not read English was al 
lowed two interpreters, a repub 
lican and a demoer;il, who went 
with him into the booth and as 
sisted him in voting his ticket. 
With the Poncfl tribe I he election 
was somewhat different Thev 
had no fixed ideas and thev wanted 
to vote as their friends desired. 
The judges and clerks worked 
hard until uwtu uud succeeded ft 
getting only ten of the 100 eligible 
voters of the int..- to cast their 
ballots.
